in Tranſporting Coals from any part of Fxyland or Wales unto the (aid 
City of Dublin ; And We do hereby accordingly {tritly Charge and 
Require all Commanders of Ships, Preſs-Maſters, and all other Their 
Majeſties Subjects, not to moleſt or diſturb any of the Ships aforeſaid, 


nor Preſs any of the Mariners belonging co ſuch Ships, as they will 
anſwer the contrary at their Peril.
